Each member declared that he 
would never have enlisted’ had he known it. 
The addition of a woman to the expedition, 
therefore, really adds to its perils ana diffi- 
culties, for however plucky she may be she is 
not physically able to endure the exhausting 
labor of a retreat over the ice, which has so 
often prostrated strong men. 
It is also claimed that the party is not 
properly equippedin other respects. Peary, 
it seems, forgot altogether the question of a 
supply of coal and took none with him. He 
was able, fortunately, to get seven tons from 
Capt. Pike, who, however, did not very much 
like parting with it, as he was himself short, 
This is cited by critics as showing that the ex- 
pedition was deficient in management. Be- 
sides this all supplies, dogs, and natives were 
refused by the Danish officials because Peary 
had omitted to get a permit from the Copen- 
hagen officials to land in Greenland. 
At Upernavik, in reply to requests for help 
of this kind, this government filed this aocu- 
ment on the Kite, printed in English: 
The Board of Directors of the Royal Greenland 
Trade make known: 
It is agreed by treaties between the Royal 
Danish Government and the United States of 
America, Great Britain, and other’ States that the 
west coast of Greenland, between latitude 60° and 
73° be closed for navigation of foreign ships and 
Danish ships except by special permission of the 
Royal Danish Government, by whom the monop- 
oly of trade with Greenland is held. 
Pursuant to the laws in force any ship navigat- 
ing without permission on the west coast af 
Greenland may be seized wherever met with and 
the ship and goods be confiscated. Similar pun- 
ishment may be appiied if any person or persons 
be found trading with the Greenlanders or Danish 
colonists from a ship lying in a port of Greenland 
or off the coast, 
Shipmasters compelled by shipwreck or other 
causes to seek port in Greenland shall not remain 
in port longer than necessary. Shipmasters shall 
also be responsible for their crews remaining 
on shore without necessity or in any way trading 
with the natives, with whom all intercourse is 
altogether prpbibited. 
The objects of prohibiting the navigation of the 
west coast of Greenlanu and of maintaining the 
monopoly of the trade is to protect the native 
population of Greenland. This population will be 
threatened with ruin if contagious diseases be 
brought into the country or if spirituous liquor or 
other similar articles be imported. 
The board will therefore be obliged to demand 
the order prohibiting the navigation of Green land 
in every way respected in case the crew of any 
ship should not strictly abstain from all inter- 
course with the native population.

The region of Whale Sound Peary under- 
stood was full of reindeer and game. During 
a five days’ sojourn there not a single deer 
was killed. only small birds falling before the 
guns. It is not likely, therefore, that the 
larder of the expedition will be much swelled 
in this manner, though the party were 
depending largely for food upon hunting. 
So short, indeed, was Peary of supplies 
that all the ducks killed from the Kite 
on the journey north and the meat of the one 
polar bear slain were claimed by him. This 
did not avail him much, however, as his people 
refused to follow the advice of the Captain or 
steward in curing them, but used sume scien- 
tific process of their own, with the result that 
on arrival in McCormick Bay the food was 
not of much use. This applies also to some 
seals that had been slain. Altogether, if the 
survival of the expedition depends on judg- 
ment, experience, and supplies, its friends 
may not be altogether wrong in trembling for 
its safety. 


KEPT A CLOSE PRISONER BY DETECTIVES. 


One of Tacoma’s Citizens Kidnaped and 

Secreted for a Week. 
Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 2.—[Special. }—There 
has been another sensational development in 
the Fidelity Trust company’s affairs. First 
the robber, Edward Albertson, disappeared, 
and about a week ago his brother-in-law, John 
S. Cahoon, was missed. Cahoon was well 
known and his friends claimed he had been 
kidnaped by a detective agency and threatened 
the arrest of a detective who is known to be in 
the city in charge of the robbery case. It be- 
came known today that Cahoon has been kept 
a prisoner for a week in a room in the Fife 
Hotel, one of the leading hotels of this city, 
surrounded by detectives. He ate with de- 
tectives, slept with detectives, and, from lack 
of anything else to do, played cards with his 
captors. He was decoyed into the hotel on 
the pretense of a design to consult with him 
on some evidence against his brother-in-law, 
Albertson. Cahoon protested his, innocence 
repeatedly, but this only brought a laugh from 
the detectives. The employés of the hotel 
were bribed not to tell reporters or anybody 
that Cahoon was in the hotel.

TEN THOUSAND PEOPLE SAW HIS DEATH. 


George Woods Falls trom a Balloon at 
Oswego, N. T., and Is Instantly Killed. 

Oswzao, N. L., Sept. 4%—George R. Woods 
of Union Square, this county, met with a 
frightful accident at the Oswego County Fair 
grounds this afternoon which resulted in his 
instant death. One of the attractions was a 
balloon ascension and parachute jump by 
Prof. J. J. Frisbie. Woods was one of a num- 
ber of volunteers engaged in holding the big 
gas balloon to the ground while it was being 
inflated with hot air. When everything was 
in readiness and Prof. Frisbie was getting his 
parachute ready smoke was seen issuing froin 
the bailoon. The cry was started that the 
balloon was burning and the volunteers all let 
go except Woods. In an instant he was 
whirling in the airand the horrified spec- 
tators saw that he was entangled in the ropes. 
When about twenty-five feet from the earth 
he partly disengaged himself and let go. The 
ropes, however, were around his legs and he 
was soon shooting rapidly upwards feet first. 
He kicked furiously for a minute or two and 
then his body shot downwards head first. 
When he was picked up he was dead. About 
10,000 persons were on the grounds and wit- 
nessed the accident. Woods was 22 years 
old. He fell a distance of about seventy feet. 


BALTIMORE’S OYSTER SEASON OPENED. 


— Ws 
Prospects Are for a Plentiful Supply of the 
Bivalves—Western Shipments. 

Barrmorsz, Md., Sept. 2.—[{Special. }—The 
oyster season has not opened favorably. The 
receipts the last two days have only been 
about 400 bushels. They were of the fresh 
water variety and in quality poor and small. 
They sold easily at 80 cents to $1.05 per bushel 
and were bought by packers and and restau- 
rant-keepers. The commission men say that 
oysters will be abundant during September, 
but the quality is likely to be somewhat poor 
and prices will be low. The packing-houses 
are too busy with fruit to take them in any 
quantity. All the oysters brought to market 
until Uct.

It Is Composed of Chicago and Philadel ‘ia 
Capitalists and Has Made a Propesition 
to the Packers—A 6 Per Cent Rental on 
the Expenditure Asked—Revision of the 

Form of Sale Contract Reported On at 
the Real-Estate Board Meeting. 


It is stili possible that Tolleston may sopn 
have a system of stock-yards, and that an 
expenditure of $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 may be 
made in their construcnon and in the building 
of brauch lines of railways, construction of 
canals, and the making of other improvements 
connected with the plan. 

A moveinent is under way, backed by en. 
questioned financial strength, to carry out a 
line of improvements that would not be sec- 
ond to that contemplated by the Big Four 
previous to their recent settlement with the 
Union Stock-Yards. The matter has now 
been gotten into the shape of a definite 1 
sition, which is being submitted to the sm 
packers, and which if accepted will result j in 
the expenditure of $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. 

The proposition which was yesterday sab- 
mitted to some of the packers looks to the 
building of stock-yards on a tract of land ad- 
joining Tolleston on the northwest and ad- 
joining and just west of the Armour purchase. 
A body of land containing 1,047 acres, lying 
between the Michigan Central tracks and the 
Grand Calumet River, in Secs. 5 and 6, is the 
property which it is proposed to improve. 
The land is intersected by the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne railroad, and is close to the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern and the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroads. 

The proposition submitted to the packers is 
in substance that the syndicate making it 
will agree to expend whatever sum is 
necessary to make stock-yards at this 


facilities. Tracks will be laid . connecting the 
yards with the several trunk lines of. railways 
in the vicinity, a canal will be dug through to 
Lake Michigan, and the deepening of the 
channel of the Grand Calumet River from this 
point to its outlet into Lake Michigan so as to 
make it navigable, will be undertaken. In 
she construction of the yards it is agreed to 
make every improyement and offer every fa 
oility the packers may suggest. 

On the part of the packers it is asked that a 
rental for the yards be paid equal to 6 per. 
cent on the actual cost of the improvements 
made. The packers are not asked to put up 
one dollar for the cost of the improvements. 

It is impossible to say how this proposition 
will be acted on. It is now being seriously 
considered, however, and it may result in the 
abandonment of the Stickney plans, The 
most ample capital is represented in the syn- 
dicate making the proposition. The agent 
for the syndicate is F. B. Stevenson, The 
syndicate includes Philadeiphia and Chicago 
men and one prominent mullionaire from 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 


NEW FOEM OF CONTRAOT PROPOSED. 


An Important Question Taken Up at the 
Meeting of the Real Fstate Board. 

The much-talked-of question of limiting the 
height of buildings was not reached at the 
Real Estate Board meeting yesterday after- 
noon. A report on this question is promised 
in the near future,and the matter will no 
doubt be hotly discussed. The event of yes- 
terday’s meeting was the report of the commit- 
tee having in charge the revision of the form 
of sale contract authorized by the Chicago 
Real Estate Board. This committee is com- 
posed of W. A. Bond, George M. Bogue, 
Walter H. Wilson, M. R. Barnard, and E. F. 
Getchell. Since May 7 this committee has 
been at work drafting a form of contract 
which will protect the interests of the seller, 
buyer, and agent. Accordmg to the report 
made by Mr. Bond the followimg alterations 
in the old forms of contracts have been made: 
Anagreement to convey has been incorporated 
in the new form. The purchaser agrees to pay 
the balance of the earnest money or first payment 
within five days after the title has been accepted 
by him,” as well as when he has examined the 


title and found it good. 

It is specified that the notes and mortgage or 
trust deed securing deferred payments shall be 
given by the “ purchaser,” also that the forms to 
be adopted by the board shall be used. 

It is stipulated that upon the consummation of 
the sale the abstract shall remain with the vender 
until the deferred payments are fully paid. 

It is also stipulated that the purchaser shall 
have ten days for examination of abstract after its 
receipt, at the end of which time he shall deliver 
to the seller or agent a memorandum in 
writing specifying the objectionsif any, and if 
none stating in substance that the title is satis- 
factory. 

One of the vital changes in the new con- 
tract is that if the seller does not cure bis 
title within sixty days after n_tice of any de- 
fects the buyer may elect to take such title as 
the vender can give. Such election is to be 
made within ten days after the expiration of 
the sixty days given to seller to perfect title. 
In default of notice of such election the pur- 
chaser shall be deemed to have abandoned his 
claim to the premises and the contract shall 
cease tohave any effect on the title of the 
premises involved. The purchaser will have 
the right, however, to proceed against the 
vender personally for any damages he may 
suffer, provided he gives the seller notice to 
that effect within thirty days after the sixty 
days allowed for clearing of title. 

The new form of contract contains an agree- 
ment which specifies as to the application of 
earnest money should it be forfeited by the 
purchaser. It is to be applied first to the re- 
funding of any expenses incurred by the agent 
for the vender in the sale, and, second, to the 
payment of broker’s commissions, 

The committee in conclusion recommended 
that the form of contract if adopted be copy- 
righted by the board or that the right to copy- 
right it be sold, This arrangement would at 
least partially reimburse the board for its ex- 
pense in preparing the form. 

The committee was given an extention of 
time, with power to act for the board m 
adopting the form outlined: A final meeting 
of the members of the committee will be held 
today, at which suggestions and criticisms 
from board members will be considered. 
Resolutions were passed binding the mem- 
bers of the board to use the form of sale con- 
tract now being drafted instead of the various 
authorized and unauthorized forms known as 
„ Real-Estate Board Contracts. 

Two forms of trust deeds—one providing 
for improved and one for unimproved proper- 
ty—are to be prepared by the board. 

The membership committee reported that

CONDEMNATION OF CANADA’S RULERS. 


Sir Richard Cartright Attacks the Govern- 

ment in the House of Commons. 
Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—In the 
House of Commons this afternoon Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright moved a resolution. condemn- 
ing the government, based upon the unsatis- 
factory natute of the census returns. The 
resolution cited the fact that the total popula- 
tion of the Dominion April 1 was 4,829,- 
844; that the immigration was 866,171; 
that the total increase was 504,834; 
that the natural increase of 2 per cent per 
annum should have brought the population to 
6,404,944; that 400,000 square miles of terri- 
tory have been made available for settlement 
in the Northwest during the last ten 
years; that the difference between the 
actual and natural increase is 1,568,000; that 
during the last ten years taxation has 
been enormously increased under the existing 
tariff, and that the deplorable state of things 
disclosed imperatively demands a radical 
change in the policy and methods of govern- 
ment followed by the administration. Sir 
Richard at great length arraigned the govern- 
ment, which, he said, was responsible for this 
condition of affairs.

After the adjournment of their meeting the 
Lady Managers took carriages and were 
driven to South Park and the Exposition 
grounds, Their principal object was to in- 
spect the Woman’s Building.

IN EXCESS OF THE APPROPRIATION, 


Mr. Edbrooke Says the Government Build- 
ing Bids Have Been Kejected, However. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept..2.—[Special, }— 

Supervising Architect Edbrooke stated this 
afternoon that there.was no foundation what- 
ever for the announcement that it had been 
decided to reject all the bids presented for the 
construction of the Government Building at 
the World’s Fair. 

“To be sure,” continued Mr. Edbrooke, 
“the bids submitted were considerably in ex- 
cess of the amount appropriated by Congress, 
the lowest bidder being George W. Gobel of 
Chicago, whose figures were a trifle over 
$450,000 for the entire work. It may become 
necessary for the Board of Governmental 
Control to suggest a modification in the esti- 
mates of the bidders 80 as to bring the con- 
tract within the figures of Congress and un- 
doubtediythis course wül be pursued. When 
the government board meets, which it will 
probably do in a day or so, all the facts and 
figures will be presented to that body for 
such action as it may deem proper. Owing 
to the fact that the members of this board 
have been scattered throughout the United 
States on their annual vacations it has been 
impossible to hold a meeting to settle the con- 
tract and this delay may have caused the 
story about the rejection of the bids. Juet as 
soon, however, as the specifications can be 
changed to meet the pro ten modifica- 
tions of the plana this will be done, and the 
respective bidders notified at once, but there 
will be no material change in the construction 
of the building, although some of the materi- 
als may be cut down in prices.“ 

Assistant Secretary Nettleton of the Treas- 
ury Department, and who represents that 
braach of the public service of the govern- 
ment, remarked that he supposed the board 
was await his return before taking final 
action, and there would be no further 
delay beyond this week. So far as he was 
concerned he certainly favored a modification 
of the plans so as to bring the cost of the 
building within $400,000, the amoant appro- 
priated ty Congress for this purpose.

E. T. Jeffery, Chairman of the Committee 
on Grounds and Build of the local direc- 
tory, has submitted to President Baker a de- 
tailed statement of the building operations at 
Jackson Park.

He says the 
scope of the Exposition has grown as the work 
progressed and that the preliminary estimates 
of the cost of the work are entirely inade- 
quate for such an Exposition as the people of 
the United States ex to be produced under 
national auspices. r. Jeffery continues: 

The classification comprises exhibits on an 
enormous scale in departments that have hereto- 
fore either been ignored or lightly treated in 
great expositions or made the subject of special 
expositions at great expense. The great — 
sions of the Exposition are not dus to any extrav- 
agant ideas of your — 2 but are forced 
upon us by the comprehensiveness of the plan and 
scope set bate im tne ation adopted by 
the National Commission as authorized by act of 
Congress. Your commuttee, however, heartily 
concurs with commission that in the presenta- 
tion of the Exposition all features, whether relat- 
ing to the comprehensive disvlay of the exhibits, 
the beauty of the grounds, the style of the o 
i conveniences for visitors, facilities for 
transportation, rations, or gensral beauty, 
must, in order to keep pace with American prog- 
ress and enterprise, be in advance of any of its 
predecessors ; Ang the honor and dignity of the 
people of the United States demand that all these 
conditions should be fully met. To do this ex- 
penditures on a larger than was originally 
estimated are necessary, are, indeed, absolutely 
indispensa :

He estimates 
the actual damage to the wheat by frost at 
about 7 per cent for the entire State, and the 
collateral injury by reduction in grades may 
amount to as much as 15 per cent. Flax was 
‘found to be badly injured and the corn almost 
annihiiated in nearly every section visited, the 
frost having told severely on the latter. The 
full damage, actual and collateral, to all the 
vegetable and cereal crops will probably reach 
18to 20 per cent. But this loss is insignificant as 
compared with the total production. It might 
be double what it is and still the people of 
North Dekota would receive 100 per cent 
more money for what remains than has been 
paid into the State during any oue of the last 
‘five years. The wheat now being thrashed is 
going No. 1 hard in nearly every case, but it 
ig expected that marketed later will show 
some falling off of frosting. The 
‘crop isso immense and unexampled” that 
in almost every instance met with during the 
trip the farmers had underestimated the yield 
fully 20 per cent, and in no single case where 
thrashing had begun had the wheat fallen 
_ short of previous estimates.

deems amply sufficient will be given for the 
payment of the money borrowed. 

An application as just as this would be 
should not be allowed to be smothered in com- 
mittee or buried in the files. It should be 
acted on at the earliest possible moment, so 
that the money may be at the disposal of the 
directors, who will need it during the building 
geason of next year. There should not be a 
member of either House mean or prejudiced 
enough to attempt to delay action on such a 
proposition. The directors must have a work- 
ing capital of eighteen millions. The citi- 
gens of Chicago, individually and collectively, 
will raise twelve millions, and that is propor- 
tionately more than should be asked of them. 
If the government will not do its duty and 
contribute half as much as one city does, it 
cannot do less than to advance what money is 
yet needed with the certainty that it will get it 
back when the Fair closes. Even the most 
parsimonious of governments should be 
willing to give the use of five millions for a 
year or two in aid of as great an exposition as 
the one to be held here in 1898. 


THE COUNTY BOARD AND THE TOWN A8. 
SESSMENTS. 

The Public Service committee met day be- 
fore yesterday for the purpose of equalizing 
the assessments of the different towns in Cook 
County. There was the usual discussion. 
Hyde Park and Lake asked for relief, but 
South and North Chicago protested against 
what was taken off other towns being added 
to them. The result was the assessments were 
left as they were, which is about as wise a 
thing as can be done. 

The members of the board have neither the 
time nor the knowledge to make an intelligent 
equalization, and, if they had, the law under 
which they act is so imperfect that they could 
not remedy existing evils. The board is not 
allowed to increase the aggregate valuation 
of all the towns “ except in such an amount 
as may be actually necessary and incidental to 
a proper and just equalization.”’ It can only 
add a hundred thousand dollars or so to the 
total. All it can do is to take something off 
one town and tack it on another. Or if it 
finds the assessment so unequal as to make it 
impossible to equalize, it can order a reassess- 
ment made. That has never been done and 
will not be, for it would take too much time. 

The members of the board know that the 
assessment of the county is too low. Accord- 
ing to the returns before them the value of real 
estate is but seven and three-quarter millions 
more than last year and of personal property 
but $250,000. They are well aware that the 
valuation in each town is too small, but they 
have no idea what the actual value is of the 
assessable property in the county as a whole, 
or in the separate towns. They do not know 
the ratio of actual to assessed value in Hyde 
Park or South Chicago, or any other town, 
and hence are without the data which would 
enable them to make a just equalization. 
Not baying those data any adjustment they 
might make would be quite as likely to be un- 
just as just. 

What the board should do is to begin and 
continue the collection of information regard- 
ing the actual value of assessable property in 
the different towns. It will take some time 
to get enough to beof any value, and the 
work of gathering it in must be kept up con- 
tinually: When the board begins to have an 
idea of the real value of the property in each 
town it will be a simple matter for it to make 
an accurate equalization. The law should be 
amended, also, so as to allow the board to 
raise the total assessment as much as 2 or 3 
per cent, in order that it might raise a town 
which was grossiy below the fair average of 
assessment throughout the State without be- 
ing compelled to cut down other towns which 
were assessed just about right, in order to do 
so. The first thing to be done, however, is 
for the board to find out about what the true 
value of property in Cook County is. 


THE QUESTION OF CHILEAN RECOGNITION. 

Now that the Chilean war is over practically 
it will be in order to hear of reprisals and re- 
venges. The excesses which took place at Valpa- 
raiso and Santiago have been followed by sim- 
ilar ones at Coronel, where houses and stores 
have been sacked and burned, citizens have 
been killed and women have been subjected 
to the most revolting brutalities. Outrages 
also have been committed at Concepcion, 
Talcahuano, and other places, and for some 
little time tocome we may expect to bear of 
similar occurrences; It must be borne in 
mind that the South Americans are not as 
temperate and forgiving as the North Ameri- 
cans. They have not yet reached that success 
in self-government which has enabled them to 
organize strong republics. Dictators will de 
in fashion probably for a long time to come 
yet. There will be many more wars and ex- 
cesses will follow them. It is not unlikely 
that even in Chile, which has been one of the 
strongest of the South American republics, 
Baimaceda, ifhe is captured, and many of 
his leading sympathizers, will pay the pen- 
alty for their ambition with their lives. 

There is, however, a possibility that when 
the first outbursts of passion in that country 
have subsided the leaders of the Congressional 
party will perceive.it is for their best interests 
to establish law and order as soon as possible. 
If they have stated their side of the case cor- 
rectly they can present a valid claim for the 
recognition of the Congressional government, 
but that claim certainly would be weakened if 
it were to allow bloody reprisals and not at 
once restore order throughout the country. 
It has a great work before it in restoring Chile 
and undoing the unfortunate circumstances of 
the last eight months. It must satisfy the 
world that law and order are to take the place 
of disorder, that the Constitution is to be ob- 
served, that the courts are to renew their func- 
tions, that business is to be resumed, and that 
the persons and property of citizens are to be 
secure. From this point of view the bluster 
of the Congressional party against this 
country is not becoming. . So long as Balma-

From the military point 
of view the triumph of the Congressional 
party is complete. When it makes its polit- 
ical triumph equally complete it will be time 
to talk of recognition. Until that tame there 
is no reason why this government should act, 
and there is no reason why the victors should 
manifest any hostility towards the United 
States. If it shall be shown that Minister 
Egan has committed any act inconsistent 
with his official duties the Chileans need not 
fear that he will not be held strictly to ac- 
count? Until the government can hear some- 
thing from its accredited representative it 
cannot be expected to take any action in the 
premises. The Chileans should keep patient 
and not waste their energies in assailing this 
country. They will need them all in restoring 
their own country to its former conditions. 


CORNERING WHEAT? 

The supplement to a recent number of the 
London Economist contains an article on the 
alleged attempt of the powerful Southern 
Farmers’ Alliance” in the United States to 
hold back their wheat for the purpose of ad- 
vancing prices. The Economist writer is in 
error in supposing that the Southern farmers 
could do anything of the kind, or that they have 
any wheat to hold, The members of the Al- 
liance in the Southern States have canvassed 
the possibihty of holding back cotton, not 
grain. Some of them tried the plan on the 
crop of last year, and it was a miserable fail- 
ure. The bulk of the planters held out for 
more than the 10 or 11 cents that was at first 
offered them. While a few of the wiser ones 
were glad to accept those figures, the more 
greedy ones held their cotton till the down 
turn came, and since then have been selling 
at 6 to 7 cents per pound, deeming themselves 
fortunate if they could get 8. It is open to 
grave question if they could possibly fare 


much better as a result of the more powerful: 


concentration of effort proposed for the crop 
year just begun, They would find that it 
takes a buyer as well as a seller to make a 
market. 

It is some farmers further north who have 
entertained the idea that it is possible to cor- 
ner the wheat crop. At a recent meeting of 
the Kansas Alliance, held at Topeka, it was 
resolved : 

Believing that under existing circumstances the 
price of wheat will reach its highest point next 
May or June. we recommend that farmers hold if 
possibie to that time. 

The foliowing of this advice woula bring 
disaster to those foolish enough to act upon it. 
Supposing it possible that the combination 
were strong enough to make wheat really 
scarce on the markets of the world during the 
next few months the result would be high 
prices, perhaps enédrmously high ones. But 
the effevt would be to diminish consumption, 
and when the bins were opened three months 
before the time of another harvest the throw- 
ing of the accumulation on the market would 
depress quotations to a lower point than now. 
Everybody who had obeyed the trust order to 
hold“ would get the lowest prices for the 
property, and only those who had disregarded 
the ukase would have obtained the highest fig- 
ures. And it is highly probable there would 
de enough ofthe latter to supply the most im- 
perative part of the demand while the rest 
were holding off. The latter would simply re- 
peat the experience of several furmer years in 
which those who conserved their grain for 
much higher prices than were offered never 
realized them, but had to sell away below the 
average.of the season. The man who can af- 
ford to hold over his grain from a year of 
plenty to one of comparative scarcity may 
make money. But few can afford to do this, 
and if it could be done by the many the result 
would be different. It is the quantity in sight 
that determines the willingness of the buyer to 
concede in the matter of prices. They are apt 
to be low when the supply is large in propor- 
tion to the demand. 

If the American farmer should follow the 
advice contained in the Topeka resolution he 
would sell bis wheat at the minimum prices 
of the season while the maximum prices were 
obtained by the farmers of other countries. 
He is -hardly such a fool as to do it for the 
benefit of other people. If he reads the pa- 
pers he will know how difficult it is to keep 
in the traces a iow firms pledged to each 
other to sustain prices by holding goods olf 
the market. Hecan feason from this to the 
monstrous difficulty of keeping millions in 
line on such a policy as that proposed, and 
will not be likely to join in the procession de- 
signed to minister to the profit and glory of 
those who act as marshals for it. Indeed, 
many of the number are already convinced 
that the said motion was devised by a few 
men who calculated on their credulity to 
cause a speculative uprush on which the said 
leaders could sell large quantities of grain to 
be bought in at a huge promt on the resulting 
decline. There can be no doubt that this was 
the animus of the recommendation, It was 
not made by friends of the farmer, but by 
men who hoped to use him as a tool with 
which to work the market for their own profit, 
and then leave him to get out of the dilemma 
as best he could. Well may the intelligent 
farmer pray in regard to these fellows as did 
one of old time: Deliver me from my 
frie nds.

ASSESSMENT OF RAILROAD PROPERTY. 

It has been the custom of the State Board 
of Equalization to assess railroad property, 
not at its fair cash value,“ but at the rate at 
which it judged other property throughout 
the State had been assessed by the local as- 
sessors. Thus last year the board adupted a 
resolution that real and personal property had 
been assessed at 25 per cent of its fair cash 
value and then proceeded to deal with the 
railroads on that basis. Hence it was that it 
put down the roads for purposes of taxation 
at $74,000,000, the total of all property in the 
State being put at $808,000,000, while had it 
assessed them for what it deemed them to be 


worth actually, the figure would have been 


290, 000,000. 

This year the board is going to stick to that 
rule, though told that it is incorrect. It asked 
the Attorney-General whether it should assess 
the properties of railroads and the capital 
stock of corporations not assessable by local 
officers at the fair cash value irrespective of 
the fact that all other classes of property are 
returned at much less than that. Gen. Hunt 
says in reply that the board ought to do so; 
that its duty with regard to railroad property 
and capital stock 1s to assess it at its fair cash 
value, regardless of the fact that the local as- 
sessors have not done their duty, and that un- 
der the law as it stands the board is powerless 
to make good their laches,

THE AUSTRIAN COURT TRAGEDY. 

The recent version of the Mayerling trag- 
edy, made public by the mother of Marie de 
Vetzera, the real victim in the mysterious sui- 
cide case of the Crown Prince Rudolph, has 
been followed up with supplementary testi- 
mony which throws a somber light upon the 
morale of the Austrian eourt. Upon the sur- 
face the publication seems to have been justi- 
tied by the necessity of clearing the mother 
from calumnies which have been circulated 
against her accusing her of collusion in the in- 
trigue between her daughter and the Crown 
Prince. To this extent the mother’s version 
would have been sufficient had it not been for 
the additional testimony which has been pre- 
sented, 

Viewing the case as it now stands, the un- 
fortunate girl herself seems to be the only one 
whose fate calls for sympathy. She was a 
young girl of 17 who had conceived a hopeless 
infatuation for the Crown Prince and carried it 
at last to the extremity of guilt. It is cer- 
tainly an apology for her that the Prince him- 
self secretly encouraged this infatuation and 
that one of those méddlesome intriguantes 
who are the curse of any society, the Countess 
Larish Waldersee, secured the interviews be- 
tween them which finally led to her ruin and 
death. The character of the latter woman, 
who is reputed to be the daughter of the Em- 
press Elizabeth's brother, Duke Louis of Ba- 
varia, and of his morganatic wife, a circus 
rider, is in keeping with all the circumstances 
of the case, and is all the more odious since 
her role in the tragedy was played for money. 
A former member of the Austrian court sup- 
plies the additional information of which we 
have spoken. If it be correct it makes the 
case all the more disgusting. He says: 

Cold-blooded intriguante and selfish, as I know 
the Baroness to be,1 doubt whether she would 
have been so anxious to prove her ignorance of 
her daughter's intimacy with the Crown Prince 
had it been merely an ordinary liaison. Baroness 
Vetzera, although exceedingly small, under five 
foot nigh, was, in her young days, famous for her 
exquisitely formed figure, for her classically cnt 
features, her superb black ‘eyes, and her lovely 
mouth. Her complexion was very clear though 
very dark. She was born at Constantinople, and 
is a Levantine by birth, with all the drawbacks of 
character as well as the captivating graces of the 
women of the East. She and her family were 
never received at court. They were indebted for 
their position in Vienna to their connection with 
the sporting element of the aristocracy. In Vi- 
enna the Baroness was held in bad repute. 

The question as to whether there was not a 
strong resemblance between her daughter Marie 
and the Empress was u favorite topic of discus- 
sion in the Vienna saloons. The totally unwar- 
ranted rapidity of diplomatic promotion of Mme. 
De Vetzera's husband and the remarkable indif- 
ference which he displayed towards his wife gave 
color to the belief that Marie was the illegitimate 
danghter of the Emperor. 

In another portion of his letter it is stated 
that the Crown Princess was aware of her 
husband’s intrigue in 1887 and declined to go 
to Queen Victoria’s Jubilee celebration when 
she heard that the Vetzeras would be in Lon- 
don, and that the mother of Marie was also 
aware of it long before the time at which she 
says her daughter first made the Prince’s ac- 
quaintance, 

Upon the heels of all this unsavory inform- 
ation comes the néws that the Empress of 
Austria is going insane. The announcement 
is not an improbable one. It would require a 
very strong-headed woman to bear up against 
such a cataclysm of scandal and crime as has 
burst upon the Austrian court. It is in all its 
aspects a sad and disgraceful picture of the 
morals of that court, for even royalty no 
longer can expose its vices to public view and 
defy criticism. That day in the history of 
kings and princes has gone by. Present 
events, however, are less serious than future 
developments. The Emperor, as he mourns 
over his dead son and melancholy wife, may 
well ask humself, what shall the harvest be? 
M. de Blowitz, the accomplished eorrespond- 
ent of the London Times, in a recent article 
in Harper’s Magazine, is of opinion that the 
suicide of the Crown Prince is fraught with 
danger to Austria, since when the present Em- 
peror dies the throne will come into the pos- 
session of an heir who is hated by the people, 
the country will be disintegrated, and war will 
follow. How much more fortunate, however, 
would Austria have been had the Crown 
Prince lived to ascend the throne? How 
much better off would it have been with a 
weak-minded ruler enfeebled by his vices? 
Would he have been any better qualified to 
reconcile and hold together the discordant 
elements of Austrian sovereignty than the 
present successor? 


Russia Wants Palestine. 

“This question of the Jews is entering a new 
phase, says the correspondent of the London 
Times at Berlin, and the world will probably 
soon have to take cognizance of it from a differ- 
ent point of view, Turkey is already. like Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, and Roumania, showing 
sigus of displeasure at this influx of Russian He- 
brew paupers, and will not long regard with in- 
difference the danger of serious trouble resulting 
from a large increase of Jews in Palestine among 
Orthodox Russians and other religious bodies 
strongly inimical to the Hebrew race. Another 
consideration offers itgelf in this connection, 
which, althongh it refers to a possibly remote 
contingency, is none the less a matter of some 
concern to the Jews. Everybody knows that 
Russia’s traditional policy in the East tends 
towards the eventual possession of Palestine and 
the holy places. Consequently, however remote 
the realization of this ambitious aim, the colo- 
nization of Paiestine by the Jewish fugitives from 
Russia may turn out to be a case of jumping out 
of the frying-pan into the fire. That this is no 
chimera is shown by a telegram just sent by the 
Rabbi of Jerusalem to his colleague in Odessa, 
begging the latter to warn his distressed core 
ligionists against emigrating to the Holy Land, 
where their condition must inevitably become de- 
plorahle.“

ers and closest friends, Deputy Verduga, was 
| captured today at Talea while he was making 
his way out of the country with the purpose, it 
is supposed, of joining his fleeing chief either 
at Buenos Ayres or in Europe. He was taken 
to Santiago and turned over to the authorities. 
He carried with him $300,000 in Chilean bank 
notes and $800,000 in drafts on London. This, 
of course, was promptly confiscated by the 
representatives of the Junta, 

It was at first supposed that Sefior Verduga 
had accompanied the late President in his 
flight over the mountains, but a sharp lookout 
was kept for him and the funds and his capt- 
ure followed, There is little doubt but that 
Balmaceda is making his way over the Andes 
through the south pass.

As only one-third 
or less of the whites are Alliance men the 
resolutions do not represent the feeling of the 
people, and all that Mr. Kolb and his Alliance 
following is trying to do to injure me 
not have any effect. ' 
Kolb wants to be Governor of Alabama, 
and that is the secret of the movement against 
me. He tried the same game once before but 
secured nothing; then he tried to reach the 
Senate and failed. He is now State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, and is authorized to or- 
ganize Farmers’ Institutes and deliver lect- 
ures. Under cover of this office he has been 
catering to the Alliance people, and the lectures 
he and his associates have delivered have been 
nothing more than political speeches. In this 
way the people are made tw believe their con- 
dition is wretched, and the cause of such an 
alleged state of affairs is laid at my door. But 
I have to a certain extent enligh the peo- 
ple, and will continue to exploit the truth

3 New York Board of Transportation and the 


Inter-State Commerce Commission Join 
Hands to Stop the Roads Giving Lower 
Rates to Europeans than Americans— 
Jay Gould Getting Ready to Abandon 
All Interest in Union Pacific—New Line 
from St. Paul to the Pacific Coast. 


A special from New York says the old-time 
question of freight-rate discrimination which 


many of the roads are said to be making 


against New York in favor of European points 
of shipment is being revived in deeidedly vig- 
orous fashion by the representatives of com- 
‘mercial interests on the Atlantic seaboard, 
who object most strenuously to the practice. 

Years ago the New York Board of Trade 

and Transportation took the matter in hand, 
brought charges against the offending roads, 
and proved to the satisfaction of the Inter. 
State Commerce Commissioners that many 
kinds of merchandise and produce could be 
and were being shipped from Liverpool to 
Chicago at a lower freight rate than was 
charged to carry the some goods by the same 
roads from New York to Chicago. There- 
upon the- Inter-State Commerce Commussion- 
ers ordered the roads to put an abrupt stop to 
their unjustly discriminating rates, and for a 
brief period the members of the Board of 
Trade ana Transportation enjoyed the grati- 
fying consciousness of hard-earned victory. 

It very soon became apparent, however,so the 
board members claim, that the offending roads 
were paying no attention to the orders of the 
Inter-State Commissioners, and that the rate 
discriminations against New York were being 
indulged in just as freely as before. This state 
of things has continued, so the board claims, 
right up to the present time, the Inter-State 
Commissioners being powerless to enforce 
their orders. Soaweek ago the Board of 
Trade and Transportation again took up the 


fight, but upon an entirety different plan of 


campaign, Secretary Gardner of the board 
directed a circular letter to each of the asso- 
ciation members outlining the situation and 
asking for an immediate reply as to whether 
or not it would be advisable to take the mat- 


ter of rate discriminations into the United 


States Court. Answers were promptly returned 
showing an almost unanimous approval of 
the proposed court preceeding. ‘* The Inter- 
State Commissioners have decided against the 
discriminations,’’ said they, but are unable 
to compel a discontinuance of the practice, 
50 it is in every way proper that we should go 
to the courts for relief. Consequently John 
K counsel for the board, has been 
to proceed in the matter at once. 
7 purpose to go before the United 
States Court with a petition signed by the 
members of the board and the Inter-State 
Commerce Commissioners asking for a tem- 
porary injanction against the roads practicing 
these rate discriminations, this injunction to 
remain in force pending a decision in an ac- 
tion to. make it permanent. As many roads 
are said to be involved in the discriminations 
one will be selected by Counselor Kernan for 
the purpose of a test case, and that one will 
probably be the Southern Pacific. 

In illustration of how these discriminations 
work against New York Secretary Gardner 
gives these examp! Tinplate is now car- 
ried from Liver to Chicago for 24 cents, 
12 cents of which goes to the steamship line 
and-12 cents to the railroad; but the tinplate 
tariff from New York to Chicago is 28 cents.

Rate Problems to Be Solved. 

Chairman Blanchard has just issued a call 
for the regular monthly meeting of the 
Freight committee of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation for Sept. 8. Among the more im- 
portant subjects to be brought up for consid- 
eration are the following: Percentages to be 
allowed the Illinois Central on traffic via its 
junctions with Eastern lines; adjustment of 
divisions on Missouri River traffic via junc- 
tions between Chicago and St. Louis; elimina- 
tion of insured bills of lading on traffic from 
East St. Louis to the East via rail and lake 
and rail and sea; uniform basis of rates from 
Central Traffic Association points to interior 
trunk-line points; differential rates on traffic 
to Savannah via Atlantic seaboard points; per- 
centage divisions from Memphis via 
River crossing to Eastern points . proposition 
to establish uniform rates on oil from Ohio 
coal fields; revision of percentage basis of 
eastbound rates; differential rates from Mil- 
y waukee via lake and Benton Harbor, Grand 
Haven, éte., to Central Traffic and trunk line 
points; reductions in rates on salt; proposi- 
tion to increase the minimum carivad weight 
of lumber, logs, etc.; division of rates on or- 
anges from Mexico; proportional rates from 
Peoria on traffic from Minneapolis and St.

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Iowa Lawyers Discovered in an Attempt 
to Make Money in a Singular Way. 
Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 2.—[{Special. }— 
Some sharp Des Moines lawyers have been 
discovered in an attempt to make money out 
of their fellow-citizens in a way not entirely 
new to persons who have lived in the capital 
for several years. These lawyers found that 
there were about 30,000settlers living on lands 
for which the patents had been made out but 
not issued from the Land Office.

Wasutretor, D. C., Sept. 2—The following 
is the monthly weather crop bulletin issued 
by the Weather Bureau:
